Counsel proceeded to explain the 
to be observed by members obtaining benfit 
and the means of identification. illiam 
Somerville, of Beigh, lodged a maternity 
claim for £2 6s., supported by the requisite 
certificates. A cheque was duly issued made 
payable to William Somerville, and forwarded 
to the accused man, as agent of the Society. 
The cheque was, lodged to the defendant's 
credit at Aughmacloy, and receipts later 
reached the Society purporting to have been 
signed by Maggie Somerville. Investigation 
was made, and it transpired that William 
Somerville was a rural postman, whose wife— 
she died on 26th May, 1928—was named 
Sarah, and whose youngest child was twenty- 
two years of age. It would be proved that 
there was no such person as Maggie Somer- 
ville, and a nurse would be called to say that 
she at no time signed a certificate in respect 
of the birth of the child of the alleged Maggie 
Somervil’e. ay 

Counsel proceeded to refer to similar trans- 
actions. In one instance the man in whose 
name two applications were made was not 
even married. In other cases mistakes 
occurred in the names of alleged applicants 
for benefits. . 

Concluding, counsel said that the evidence 
would reveal that the defendant systemati- 
cally,, and with craft, deliberation and 
cunning, was robbing the Society, to the 
great Toes and detriment of all who were 
members or. might become members of that 
great organisation. 

NO SUCH CLAIM. 

William Somerville, postman, Ballyrea, a 
member of the Orange and Protestant 
Friendly Society since its inception, answer- 
ing counsel, gave his membership number, 
and said that his first wife, Sarah, died in 
May. 1928. The age of his youngest child 
was twenty-two. At the date of the form 
sroduced claiming benefit for Maggie 

omerville, his wife, Sarah, was alive. 
Witness did not sign the forms, nor was the 
writing that of his deceased wife, Sarah; 
nor had he (witness) made any such claim. 

Cross-examined, witness said that he did 
not know a townland called Beigh. 

To Mr. Justice Brown—He had known 
Campbell, who lived in Ballygawley, some 
fifteen or sixteen years. He paid his sub- 
scriptions at the Fost Office. He often saw 
Campbell, but at no time did ——- men- 
tion the matter of the £2 6s. to him. 


ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE. 

The accused man went into the witness- 
box and said that he was a Justice of the 
Peace and lived at and owned the Imperial 
Hotel. As agent of the Society he received 
from headquarters a list of members, whose 
names and numbers were given, but not their 
addresses. In that list there were the names 
of 800 male members and 250 female members. 
There were from time to time complaints 
regarding delay in payments of benefits, and 
it was his custom to make settlements out 
of his own pocket as a temporary measufe. 
With regard to the “‘pink”’’ forms, he had 
used them up to the present year. After 
making the payments he would send the 
‘‘pink’’ form and also a “blue” form to 
headquarters, who would send him on a 
cheque, which he paid into his account at 
the bank. Headquarters knew what he was 
doing. Finally he asked headquarters to for- 
ward cheques direct in order to avoid delay 
and postal expenses. His account at the 
bank showed him to be in a sound financial 
condition.

“DONE ME.” 

Giving evidence as to the Somerville 
case, witness said that he only filled in the 
numbers on the forms; he did not know who 
filled in the other particulars. Witness gave 
him the money to which the application 
would entitle him. 

The Judge—Was this a married man? 

Witness—He is dead. I afterwards learned 
he had what is called in the country “done 
me. 
Concerning the Brown payments, witness 
said that he received a letter asking for 
application forms, which he supplied. When 
he received the forms back he paid the 
money out of his own pocket to a man who 
came to his house on a bicycle. ‘There was 
a “‘pink’’ and a “‘blue’’ form, and these 
were sent to Belfast. He had since made 
Inquiries and had ascertained that Brown, 
who got the money, was a servant boy. 

_“I found he had left the district,” con- 
tinued witness, ‘‘and I traced him to 
Donegal. I found he had gone on a little 
vessel, the ‘ Briarthorn,’ which sailed from 
Donegal to Liverpool. I paid the money to 
him personally in my own house.”

In reserving judgment in an appeal which 
concerned the liability of a railway company 
for passengers’ luggage lost from a railway 
carriage, Lord Justice Andrews in the 
Northern High Court to-day said that it 
raised an issue of public importance, and was 
not confined to the parties. 

The parties were Miss Ethel Carr, 35 
Windsor avenue, Belfast, who had been 

ranted a decree for £14 7s. 3d. against the 
4.M.S8. in respect of a suitcase which was lost 
from the train at Euston platform. The 
L.M.S. appealed against the decision on the 
score that there was no liability. 

Miss Carr, in evidence, said that she was 
returning from a Continental holiday, and 
gave her suitcase to a porter to deposit on a 
rack in the carriage. She opened the case in 
the carriage, and then went to a bookstall, 
but found the case gone on her return. 

Mr. W. Hume (instructed by Mr. J. M. 
Mckee) quoted a number of cases to show 
that the company was liable. 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., M.P., and Mr. 
W. Miller (instructed by Messrs. Macrory 
and Black) for the L.M_S8., argued that after 
the porter had placed. the luggage in the rack 
he had been discharged by the owner of the 
luggage, and there was no negligence on the 
part of the company.

She should have left her 
sister, who was travelling with her, to watch 
the luggage.

A CENTURY OF PIONEERING.

THE PROVOST AND STATE GRANTS. 

“In a letter to the Zrish Times on Tuesday 
last, the Provost of Trinity College wrote as 
follows :—‘ It would not be practicable or just 
to charge the Dublin rates with the expense 
of maintaining hospitals which serve the 
whole community; but might it not be 
sounder economy for thie State to provide an 
annual grant, to be administered by Com- 
missioners, rather than to dissipate the power 
of productive work which is the source of 
the country’s wealth, and to debauch the 
country’s morals by making gambling a State 
institution? ', 

‘““It is an interesting matter of historical 
fact,” proceeded Canon Chamberlain, “that 
this method of assisting hospitals was the 
policy adopted by the Irish Parliament in the 
second half of the eighteenth century, and, 
after the Union, continued by the Imperial 
Parliament until 1848. The first Parliamen- 
tary grant-in-aid was made in aid of the 
funds of the Lying-in Hospital, and at the 
time of the Union many other charitable 
institutions were réceiving regular grants from 
the Irish Parliament. 


RESPONSE TO A PETITION. 

“In his history of Steevens’s Hospital, Dr. 
Kirkpatrick says (p. 298) that the first grant 
to Steevens's Hospital was made in 1805. in 
response to a petition from the Governors, 
which set forth the needs of the charity, and 
similar petitions were presented yearly by 
other institutions. In the twenty-four years 
ending June. 1829, a sum of £40,860 16s. 11d. 
came to the funds of Steevens’s Hospital from 
Parliament. 

“The grant was a voluntary gift by Parlia- 
ment for the general purposes of the charity, 
and was not a payment for any specific se1- 
vice. . . . In the year 1829 there were seven 
hospitals in Dublin which received these 

rants from Parliament. These were the 

jestmoreland Lock, the Meath, Cork street 
Fever Hospital, the Rotunda, the Hospital 
for Incurables, the House of Industry Hos- 
pitals and Steevens’s.”’ 

‘To my mind,” concluded Canon Chamber- 
lain, “ there is no object more fitting to be 
a charge upon the public funds of a people 
than those institutions which are provided for 
the care of the sick poor.

larcenies. He advises motorists to take all 
possible precautions for the purpose of ensur- 
ing that their cars will not be removed while 
lying unattended on the streets 

“With this object in view, he suggests 
that drivers should either lock their doors 
or remove some vital part of the mechanism, 
so as to prevent the removal-of the vehicle 
during their temporary absence.”’ 

It must be remembered that the Civic 
Guards are doing all in their power to check 
the evil, and it seems unfair for motorists 
to lay such a heavy burden on them; for it 
is in the evenings that these larcenies usually 
take place, and so Civic Guards, who would 
otherwise be off duty, have to be recalled to 
guard the ‘‘key”’ roads leading from the 
city. 

THE NEW ACT. 

When the new Traffic Bill is introduced 
into the Oireachtas it will contain provisions 
for making the taking of motor cars for 
““Joy-rides ” an offence, to which will be 
attached heavy penalties. At present the 
Civic Guards are hampered by the fact that 
the actual taking of a motor car for a “‘ joy- 
ride ' is not a statutory offence, but they 
are now framing the charges in such a 
manner that the thief, when caught, can be 
brought to account on a charge of larceny. 
For instance, the thief can be charged with 
the larceny of the petrol and oil and a 
sentence imposed.

IN COUNTY KERRY—A school] has been 
condemned by every inspector of the Depart- 
ment, who has visited it during the past 30 
years. The roof leaks, the walls are cracked, 
and the =. desks are falling to pieces. 
The building has no sanitary accommodation, 
and is situated in the middle of a village. 
On an average there are 112 children con- 
fined in its rooms, together with four 
teachers, three of whom are women. 


CHILDREN OVERCOME. 


In County Wicklow the accommodation is 
only equal to half the number of children who 
attend the school. It frequently happens 
that children have to be carried out in a 
state of collapse in order to revive them in 
pure air. This school has been condemned by 
every imspector who has seen it for the past 
twelve years. It is a mixed school. 

In County Cork, Dr. kK. Condy, School 
Medical Officer, in his report for 1929, stated 
that many of the-schools in the County of 
Cork were only to be considered as excellent 
éxamples of insanitation. In 56 per cent. of 
the schools he had inspected accommodation 
was unsatisfactory. ‘“‘It is beyond the 
bounds of possibility to have all the most 
cffensive midden pits converted into water 
closets, as the majority of these abominations 
are met with in small rvral schools, where no 
water supply other than a well is at hand.” 

in Offaly medical reports state that, with 
the exception of the town schools, privy mid- 
dens are almost universal. These, as a rule, 
were scavenged about once a year by some 
passing tramp hired by the teacher.

He 
was not quite sure what happened immedi- 
ately after that, as he was knocked out for a 
few minutes. He woke up to find his father 
and himself in the car and his mother and 
his wife lying on the roadway. His wife 
was under the front wheels of the car, the 
bonnet of which was pointing in an opposite 
direction to that in which they had been 
travelling. He would like to add that the 
two Civic Guards were very kind, and did all 
they possibly could for them. 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Arthur Brooks, Merrion avenue, Black- 
rock, stated that he was called to the injured, 
and rendered first aid. Canon Greer had a 
semi-circular cut over his right eye, and. as 
he seemed the most serious case, he bandaged 
him and took him in his car to the hospital. 
On the way he asked the Canon how he was. 
and the reply he received was, “I am all 
nght.”’ 

Dr. Eric C. Hicks, resident surgeon at the 
hospital, said that Canon Greer was suffering 
from a depressed fracture of the skull, in the 
frontal area, when he was received at the 
hospital on Wednesday afternoon. He was 
operated on, but died on Thursday night from 
Em and heart failure, following the fractured 
SKULL, 

Guard Dolan, Booterstown Station, stated 
that he was travelling on the tramway car 
with which Canon Greer’s car collided. The 
tram was travelling at about six miles an 
hour when the collision took place. He was 
with Guard Egan, and when they got off the 
fram they found the two ladies, who were 
apparently injured, lying on the footpath.

EXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, who was pre- 
sent on behalf of the Tramways Company, 
tendered to the members of Canon Greer's 
family the directors’ sincere sympathy and 
regret at the tragic occurrence, and said thai 
he personally desired to be assuciated with 
the directors’ expression of regret. 

Inspector Wolfe, on behalf of the Civic 
Guards, also expressed sympathy. 

The Coroner, in returning a verdict in 
accordance with the medical evidence, said 
that the occurrence was perfectly accidental. 
He was sure that not only the jury but every- 
one in the locality very much regretted the 
tragic death of Canon Greer. ‘To a good 
hiany of them Canon Greer had been known. 
No one had been more widely respected or 
letter loved both by these who were his 
perishioners and those who were not. He was 
admired and respected by all who knew him, 
and to his relatives. to his parishioners, and 
to the Church to which he belonged they 
tendered the deepest sympathy in their very 
great loss.

CONDITION OF MRS. GREER. 

It was learned on inquiry at Monks- 
town Hospital this morning that Mrs. 
Greer, widow of Canon Greer, who died 
on Thursday from injuries received in a 
motor car accident at Blackrock, js still 
in a rather serious condition. She showed 
signs of improvement last night, but is 
not out of danger. 


IRELAND IN EUROPE. 
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UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 
ADDRESS. 
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‘Treland in the Europe of the Future ”’ 
was the title of a paper read by the Auditor, 
Mr. John Kent, B.A., at the inaugural 
meeting of the 76th session of the University 
College, Dublin, Literary and Historical 
Society, which was held last night. Dr. D. 
J. Coffey, President of the Cc'lege, presided, 
and there was a !arge attendance. 

THE PAPER. 

The Ireland considered in the address was 
the Ireland of the next few generations. 
Ireland and Europe had always been inti- 
mately related in the past, and would con- 
tinue to be in the future. A close and 
intimat’ connection with the rest of Europe 
wotld be of great benefit tc this country. 
growth of a diplomatic corps in Dublin; and 
of a @plematic service abroad, was an 
excellent sign of Ireland’s progress in the 
international sphere. Really satisfactory 
progress in every way would not be made, 
however, until complete national unity was 
restored. This would take some time, and 
would present some difficulty. The six 
counties would eventually come in as a free 
fraction of a free Ireland. 

In the international sphere, Mr. Kent 
declared that Ireland would never be what 
was known as a Great Power, and if she was 
wise she would never wish to be. Her róis 
lay in the moral and spiritual sphere. She 
could, in course of time, become as she was 
once before in her golden age, an intellectual 
force. She had a great future, because as 
a small nation ‘she could be impartial in 
international disputes, and her best interests 
Jay in se®king for the development o7 inter- 
national jaw and the maintenance of justice 
in international affairs. 

One thing, however, she must not forget 
in all this. and that was her own indivi- 
duality and her own cultnral ideals. Treland 
had a great future in Europe if she con- 
tinued to be intensely Trish, but not insular, 
and appreciative of foreign culture without 
ceasing to value her own. (Anonlanse.)

CORPORATION ASKS FOR 
MORE. 


A motion calling upon the Government to 
allocate from the special grant of £300,000 
a. substantial sum to relieve unemployment 
in Dublin, was debated at a special meeting 
of the Dublin City Council last night, at 
which the Lord Mayor presided. 

Proposing the motion, Mr. W. O’Connor 

ed that £100,000 should be allocated 
to Dublin. 

Mr. Cahill seconded the resolution. 

In a letter, Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretary 
to the Department of Local Government, 
said that the Minister was willing to approve 
the allocation of £25,000 to Dublin. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that under the preseat 
circumstances £25,000 was a niggardly sum, 
and they should tell the Government so. 

Mr. McGloughlin said that there was no 
use in asking for any more unless they had 
conerete schemes to put before the Govern- 
ment. He suggested that a special com- 
mittee be set up for this purpose. 

Mrs. Kettle pointed out that the sum of 
£25,000 was totally inadequate for the needs 
of the city. 


AN AMENDMEN’. 

Mr. Larkin, senior, described the motion 
as hypocritical, and said that they should 
tell the Government that the time had come 
to give back to Dublin a proportion of the 
money to which it was entitled. He pro- 
posed as an amendment that they ask for a 
sum of £100,000. 

Mr. Gillespie seconded. 

A political discussion having arisen, the 
Lord Mayor declared that if the Dail had 
adjourned, the Council should not be used as 
a political platiorm. 

Alderman Lawlor wanted to know if trade 
union wages would be paid under the scheme, 
Mr. Larkin, senior, held that the standard 
rates of wages in Dublin should be paid and 
that the money should be given by the 
Gowernment without any restrictions com- 
pelling them to pay less. 

Mrs. Clarke said that if the Government 
grant carried with it any directions as to 
preference being given to ex-National Army 
men she would have to protest. 

The City Manager said that the communi- 
cation from the Government imposed no con- 
ditions, but that might not be a final letter. 

DEPUTATION TO THE MINISTER, 

The Lord Mayor reminded the Council that 
a resolution had been passed by the old 
Corporation, giving preference to ex-I.R.A. 
men. His own view was that there should 
be no conditions. 

The Council rejected Mr. O’Connor’s 
motion, and Mr, Larkin’s amendment was 
adopted, the words “a further substantial 
sum ” being inserted instead of “ £100,000.”’ 

A committee of four members of the 
Council was then appointed to form a deputa- 
tion to wait upon the Minister next week and 
lay the Council’s claim for a further grant 
before him. The members of the committee 
are the Lord Mayor. and Messrs. J. Larkin 
(sen.), M. O'Sulhvan, and G. McGloughlin. 

PRE-TRUCE I.R.A. MEN, 

Standing Orders were then suspended, and 
the Council received a deputation represent- 
ing the pre-Truce members of the I.R.A., 
consisting of Messrs. Oscar Traynor, P. 
Traynor, Leo MHenderson, and _ Francis

THE IRISH NATION. 

Chief Justice Kennedy, proposing that 
the Society was worthy of support, said that 
men from that college at the League of 
Nations had impressed themselves on men 
from various nations of Europe. ‘hey were 
recognised as men of brilliance. They were 
also regarded as bearers of certain moral 
standards. Althotigh this was a country im 
which they hal no established religion, there 
was no doubt that it was a Catholic nation.

At the moment they were the one Catholic 
democracy in the world—they were an 
example of what Catholic democracy could be. 
They were a tést case for Catholic demo- 
cracy, and it was of great importance that, 
in considering their position in relation to 
Europe, they should bear that fact constantly 
in mind, should watch their steps, as 
others: would watch for them, and, in 
building up their character, and in advertising 
their country and people, they should never 
lose sight of the fact that they were a 
Catholic democracy on trial. (Applause. ) 

What was to be their attitude towards the 
minority? Were they to show bigotry and 
intolerance? He did not think so. He 
thought that at heart the Celtic people of this 
country were too kindly and genial to harbour 
bigotry or intolerance. Therefore, wherever 
they saw it, they should recognise it as 
something that was alien to them—something 
which they would not tolerate, because it 
was a foreign body in their midst. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Professor Robert Donovan seconded the 
resolution, which was passed.

Duty and Good-Will. 


The season is here when decorated 
shops, crowded streets and unlit slums. 
heightening the contrast between comfort 
and distress, remind us of our duty to the 
poor. Unemployment is rife in Great 
Britain, and many of its worst cases are 
not relieved by the dole. It is rife in 
Northern Ireland, where by thousands of 
ship-workers and linen‘workers Christmas, 
however softened through local charity, will 
be spent under the shadow of hope deferred. 
The Free State is more fortunate. Her 
agriculture, though with torn cordage and 
shattered sail, at least has weathered the 
storm ; and, since agriculture is her main 
industry, her cities and towns have 
escaped the worst of the urban depression 
which pervades Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. We learn, on the Lord 
Mayor’s high authority, that Dublin’s 
distress at this Christmas season is not 
abnormal; but, alas! Dublin’s normal 
distress is deep and widespread. In no other 
capital of Europe do the poor suffer worse 
housing conditions or a lower standard of 
living. We hope, therefore, that no well- 
to-do citizen will forget the poor at a time 
which is so gay and happy for his own 
family. The claims on all the charitable 
societies are large and insistent. A walk 
through slums at the back of prosperous 
streets reveals stark destitution. Unless 
gratitude intervenes, there will be no 
Christmas dinner and no toys for the 
children of Irish ex-Service men who, 
twelve years ago, were their country’s 
bulwark against disaster. 

A man who should think about his 
Christmas charities in terms of political 
economy would be a cold-blooded creature 
—‘* one that would peep and botanise upon 
his mother’s grave.’’ Nevertheless, he 
who helps to put warmth and colour into 
the drab lives of a city’s poor is not only 
a generous, but a wise, citizen. He is 


helping to maintain human contacts 


between the classes—and we know what 
happened to France and Russia when 
those contacts failed. He is helping also 
to avert the collapse of courage and self- 
respect which turns unemployed men into 
unemployables. To-day that dreadful 
process is active in Great Britain, where 
the Government has endowed unemploy- 
ment with more than a tenth part of the 
State’s annual revenues. in England 
tens of thousands of men and women have 
become content to live and die upon the 
dole.. They have ceased to look for work 
or to desire it. They marry on the dole 
and breed children to whom—if England 
lasts and the taxpayer does not, rebel— 
they will bequeath their title to the dole. 
The Irish Free State. is not threatened 
with this doom. The bulk of her very 
poor depends upon its own exertions ; and, 
when those exertions are bootless and 
charity deserts him, the poor man starves. 
It is a cruel alternative, but it benefits 
the nation. We think that, while there are 
many thousands of destitute persons in 


| the Free State, the percentage of unem- 


ployables is very small. The will to work 
has not been sapped ; the resilience of the 
Irish character abides. When. work 
comes . e men will be ready for it—as 
they were ready to answer the call in the 
Great War. 

Thus, when we help our Irish poor, we 
obey God, we serve ‘our neighbour and 
we serve the State. The charity which 
springs from the true spirit of Christmas 
does not pauperise, and it is twice 
blessed: it relieves present want and it 
is bread upon the waters. Scott described 
‘the ancient lavishness of a Christmastide 


“which ‘could cheer the poor man’s heart 


through half the year.” If prosperous 
“Dublin does its duty, its service during 
the coming days not only will fill empty

offertory boxes. The British Legion and 
other bodies which help distressed ex-

The Free State’s Irade. 


The Irish Free State trade returns: for 
the month of October show that the 
position remains fairly steady. Imports 
for the twelve months period amounted 
in value to £57,891,726, whereas exports 
and re-exports totalled £47,406,958. The 
adverse balance of trade, therefore, came 
to £10,484,768, as against £14,055,712 for 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year. False conclusions easily might be 
drawn from these figures, and it would be 
most unwise to attach undue importance 
to the fact that the adverse balance has. 
decreased by some £3,500,000. The total 
volume of trade for the twelve: months 


‘was £105,298,684, whereas for the corre- 


sponding period of 1929 it was £108,595, 408. 
There has been a drop in the total trade 
of the Free State, therefore, which almost 
counteracts’ the decline in the adverse 
balance. Nevertheless, in view of falling 
prices and the growing depression of the 
British market, the Free State can rejoice 
that matters are not worse. Exports have 
fallen slightly in comparison with last 
year, but this fact may be attributed to 
the lack of purchasing power in the North 
of England. If there should be a trade 
revival in Great Britain, there would be 
an instant demand for more produce from 
the Free State, and the Irish exporter 
would prosper. The present outlook, how- 
ever, is not very bright, and all that the 
farmers in this country can do is to con- 
centrate on the improvement of their 
standards in order that, when the English 
market does recover, they may be ready 
to supply the demand for first-class 
produce. Even without any improvement 
in English purchasing power the volume 
of exports could be increased  sub- 
stantially; for the proportion of food- 
stuffs that the Free State supplies to her 
neighbours is lamentably small. Her share 
of.the British butter consumption is only 
seven per cent., as against New Zealand’s 
twenty per cent. Irish cows are just as 
good as those from the Antipodes, and 
Dublin is only sixty miles from Holyhead, 
while New Zealand is some 13,000 miles 
away. Economic salvation for the Free 
State will be found, if ever it is found, 
in concentration on exports. The sugges- 
tion that tariffs will improve matters is 
absurd. Already there is a duty of three 
shillings in the pound on footwear; yet 
the import of boots and shoes during the 
first ten months of the current year shows 
an increase from £1,498,952 to £1,500,763 
over the figures for the same period of 
1929. It is true that a number. of 
persons has secured employment as a 
direct result of Mr. Blythe’s tariffs, but 
every additional worker costs the consumer 
well over £100 a year in import duties. 
Facts of this kind are ignored by Fianna 
Fail in its campaign for a general tariff. 
They govern the whole situation, and 
until they are recognised there will be no 
real improvement in the Free State’s 
economy. 


Air Routes. 


The news that an understanding in 
respect of an air route across the Atlantic 
has been, reached between Imperial Air- 
ways, the Pan-American Airways of 
America and the Aero Postale of France 
suggests that soon such flights as that of 
the Southern Cross will be commonplaces 
of our time. Already the two ends cf the 
proposed route via Lisbon, the Azores and 
Bermuda have been the subject of experi- 
ment and research. The section from 
Europe to the Azores has been operated by 
the Aero Postale, and next June the 
route from New York to Bermuda will be 
opened. For the two thousand miles from 
the Azores to Bermuda a special type of 
flying boat, larger than any yet built, will 
be needed, and here Britain will play her 
part. She is constructing an experimental 
machine, weighing thirty-three tons, and 
trusts to finish it in time for trials at the 
end of next year. Naturally enough, before 
the general public is allowed to incur the 
risks incidental to this method of transit, 
elaborate tests must be made. As soon, 
therefore, as a satisfactory machine has 
been evolved an order will be placed for a 
fleet of flying boats of the approved 
pattern, and it is hoped that the whole 
route will be ready in about three years. 
It is a matter for congratulation that 
England, France and America have entered 
into this agreement at so early a date, 
while much pioneer work remains to be 
done. More fortunate still, perhaps; is 
the accident, or foresight, that has en- 
trusted to Imperial] Airways the longer and 
more difficult. portion of the journey, In 
time the carrier of the heavier burden will 
reap the greater reward from the coming 
air traffic across the Atlantic; and it will 
remain open for England to develop sub- 
sidiary coastal services as may be required. 
Thus England’s pre-eminence in shipping 
will be translated to the uew sphere.

organised overseas. 


Air Mail Services. 


For some time now the London Chamber 
of Commerce has urged the need for move 
rapid development ot the air mail services, 
and now it is announced that the Post- 
master-General has consented to receive a 
deputation at the Post Office next Tues 
day. The deputation will be led by Lord 
Herbert. Scott, President of the Chamber, 
and the other members will be Sir 
Geoffrey Clarke, Colonel the Master of 
Sempill, Sir Robert McLean and Mr. A. 
de V. Leigh. It is understood that tlic 
Air Ministry has agreed to be represented 
at the meeting. In spite of their present 
dependence on Government support, the 
success or failure of air mail services rests 
ultimately with the commercial com. 
munity. There is every reason, therefore, 
to welcome this conference between the 
responsible authorities and a body repre- 
senting large industrial and trade 
interests.

Canfrane tunnel. | 

The rising, which is believed to: be part 
of a scheme for a general insurrection, 
broke out this morning, but the censor- 
ship in the capital was re-imposed, and 
the newspapers were forbidden, . under 
threat of suspension, to mention it. 

MAJOR FRANCO INVOLVED. 

Such news as has trickled through lacks 
confirmation, but one report says that 
Major Franco, the trans-Atlantic airman, 
who recently escaped mysteriously from 
prison in Madrid, is mixed up in it. 

All that is known of the rising is that 
groups of armed civilians and soldiery 
marched through the streets of Jaca, 
which has a small garrison and two forts, 
seized the leading authorities and occupied 
stragetic positions. Telephone and _ tele- 
graph lines were cut and railway traffic 
stopped. .

The leader of the movement, which. is 
Republican in character, is a Lieutenant- 
Colonel Julio Mangada, about whom little 
is known, except that he defended a

MR. BALDAVIN’S 
POLICY. 


IMMEDIATE EFFECT 
OF TARIFFS. 


ECONOMY A FIRST STEP. 
shos . 


The ‘coming of protection’ in Great 
Britain would be a call to work such as 
they had never had. The psychological 
effect throughout the country would put 
fresh life, hope and energy into every 
man—employer and working-man—from 
John o’ Groat’s to Land’s End. 

One of the first things to which they 
would devote their attention, if he were 
called to power again, would be the 
practice of rigid economy—to incur no 
extra expenditure until the country could 
bear it, and to curtail and cut down what- 
ever @xpenditure was possible. It was of 
the greatest importance that we should be 
able to reduce taxation. 

The foregoing statements formed part 
of an address in which Mr. Baldwin last 
night at Glasgow explained his party s 
policy in the event of their return to 
power. 

Mr. Baldwin at the outset said that he 
was going to give no figures after one or 
two that he would mention, because 
they would be their text, and would 
form the peg on which the general 
election and the Government would hang 
later. The estimated -national expendi- 
ture for the current year was forty-six 
millions more than that of the previous 
year, and extra taxation had been imposed 
to practically that amount. There had 
been an enormous fall in the value of 
securities, and in eighteen “months 
1,186,000 more workers had become un- 
emploved. 

Discussing the Conservative Party’s 
policy, he said that the first thing to go 
for, if they were returned at the election, 
was security of the home markets indus- 
trially. (Cheers.) The weapon they pro- 
posed was the tariff. It was for that pur- 
pose that they had proposed an emergency 
tariff to be brought in at once. Whatever 
obstacles had to be cleared ont of the way 
would be cleared, and at once. : 

We wanted tariffs in this country fo 
retaliation, to enable us to give preference 
to the Dominions, and to make treaties 
with other foreign countries that had 
tariffs, and with all the countries that 
mattered.

M, Badou said that it was his duty to 
give M. Peret every quarter an envelope 
containing 25,000 francs (£200) as a 
retaining fee for his services. He con- 
firmed Peret’s statement yesterday 
that since he had been Minister of Justice 
he had not drawn his fees from the 
Oustric Bank, 

M. Badou said that he had put the 
envelopes containing the money in a safe, 
and it was only last week that he returned 
"them to the liquidator of the bank.

Mr. Brook Hirst referred to the fact that 
al the annual meeting of the Football League 
several resolutions were passed, among them 
being one to the effect that no club connected 
with the League could release any player 
for an international match, except for the 
English Association, on a day when there is 
a ais match. He referred to an inter- 
view he had had with Mr. J. McKenna, the 
President, of the League, in which he had 
pointed out that he considered it was not 
sporting to deprive Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales of players connected with League 
clubs, and at the same time allow England 
to put her full strength in the field. The 
League clubs did not pass that resolution 
with that idea. They were anxious to 
persevere with international matches so long 
as they did no great harm to the conduct 
of the Football League.

SUGGESTED ACTUARIAL INQUIRY. 


“ That the time has arrived for a compre- 
hensive actuarial investigation into the work- 
ing of the National Health Insurance Act, 
with particular reference to the desirability 
of recasting the financial structure so as to 
strengthen the scheme and provide the social 
services at present withheld from insured 
persons in the Saorstat.”’ 

This was tho opinion of delegates attending 
the annual general meeting of the Approved 
Societies’ Association of Ireland in Dublin 
on Tuesday last. The resolution was moved 
by Mr. J. D. Nugent (Ancient Order of 
Hibernians Insurance Section), seconded by 
Mr. M. Veale (8.8. Otteran and Carthage 
Health Insurance Society), and passed 
unanimously. ' 

THE REPORT. 


The matter arose out of the annual report 
of the hon, secretary, Mr. M. P. O'Donnell 
(Ancient Order of Hibernians), who stated 
thas the actuary’s report on the third valua- 
lion of Saorstat approved societies, taken at 
ó1st December, 1928, will be published within 
the next six fhonths, and approved societies, 
from their experience during the quinquennia!] 
period covered by the valuation, feel that 
there is liitie likeilood of the existing stan- 
dards of benefits being increased and that 
indeed they may even be reduced. For any 
reduction m the existing scheme of benefits 
approved societies would definitely repudiate 
all responsibility, as it would be due to 
causes entirely outside their control. There 
has been an increase in the contribution 
income, but that increase has been more 
than counter-balanced by the abnormal and 
almost. inexplicable increase in the cost of 
sickness and disablement benefits since the 
date of the second valuation. 

The net profit was only £613,000, and it 
included a balance of £322,000 brought in 
fiom the previous valuation, £155,000 surplus 
transferred from British societies at the 
scparation of the imsurance service in 1923, 
and £55,900 supplementary reserve values 
under the 1920 Act. Tt was obvious, there- 
fore, that the period 1919-1923 had not been 
a very profitabie ono for approved societies, 
and, in view oi their experience since, they 
found difficulty in anticipating that the 
period 1924-1928 would disclose a more 
favourabie result. 


SUGGESTED INQUIRY. 

The report proceeded: ' It might be per 
{inent to enquire whether the time has not 
arrived for a comprehensive investigation 0} 
the position of national health insurance ib 
this country from the actuarial Mai 
with a view to bringing the financial and 
valuation basis move into confermity with 
reality. We are working upon a basis which 
long since been abandoned in Great 
and Northern Ireland, and which 
does not appear to bear a real relation to the 
special conditions: of the Suorstat or even 
to the conditions outside the Saorstat.’ 

References to the growing cost of sickness 
and disablement benefits disclosed the fact 
that the expenditure had increased from 
£410,000 in 1925 to £563,000 in 1928, and to 
£681,000 in 1929. The current year, it was 
anticipated, would show a further increase 
of at least 5 per cent. Reduced to a capt 
tation basis the average amount paid per 
insured persons was as follows :—In 1925, 
18s. 6d.; in 1028, 27s., being an increase of 
46 per cent.; and in 1929, 32s. 7d., being 
an increase of 20 per cent. over 1928, and 
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of 76 per cent. over 1925. Even after 
allowance had been made for the higher 
vate of cash benefits paid by some societies 
as an additional benefit, these were alarm- 
ing figures, though offset to some extent by 
the growth in contribution income. 

THE ECONOMIC DEPRESSION. 

The view was expressed that the increased 
cost cannot be explained by the assumption 
that a serious deterioration in the health of 
aur people has occurred, although it might 
be true to say that the growth of unem- 
ployment has somewhat reduced the general 
standard. The increased cost is largely the 
result of the economic depression, and the 
tendency, in consequence, on the part of 
certain unemployed persons to fal back on 
the health insurance fund When they are 
unable to secure employment and are net in 
receipt of unemployment benefit. It was 
telt that the Insurance Commission would 
have to grapple with the problem in a more 
serious manner than it had done hitherto. 

Attention was also directed to the inferior 
position of insured persons im the Saorstat 
in regard to the question of social insurance, 
and a resolution was passed again drawing 
the attention of the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health to the ques- 
tion of bringing the social services in the 
Saorstat up to the level obtaining in North- 
ern ireland and Great Britain in regard to 
medical benefits, old age pensions at 65, and 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions, and calling 
upon the Executive Committee of the Asso- 
ciation to bring the matter under the notice 
of the various parties represented in the 
Dail.
